UP FOR 


Whether or not you have read "1984", by 
George Orwell, it’s time to read it again. 
The people who are * punting Arerica are 
heavily into planning the Police State, They 
will be ready in advance. 


America seems to have settled on one 
method for solving big problems. Big problems 
need expensive machines. Science and tech- 
nology will] save us. Now America has the 
biggest problem it has ever faced, People all 
over the world are recoynizing the source of 
their oppression and rising up in anger. 

This erisis is calling for fancier machines 
than ever. 


THE ELECTRONIC AUTOMATED BATTLEFLELD 

-This electronic marvel is well off the 
drawing board. The "bugs" in it are being 
worked out through testing in Latin America 
and Vietnam. . 

The crucial part of the automated 
battlefield is a heat sensitive gadget that 
hangs down from an airplane or helicopter. 
The heat sensor is so sensitive that it 
Picks up the body heat of individual people 
on the ground, or the exhaust from internal 
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combustion engines. After the sensor reveals 
heat, the location of the people and vehicles 
can be plotted by a computer on a latitude 
and longitude grid of the area, Then some 
murderous fool can push a button and send 
the appropriate kind of missle to the"enemy" 
location. Nice and clean. The American Way. 


While in the jungles of Bolivia Che 
Cuevarra wrote in his diary that he did not 
understand why the helicopters were always 
buzzing over his head above the trees. In 
fact, the American army and C.I.A. had 
trained a group of Bolivian soldiers to 
murder Che and then, by using the heat sen- 
sor, showed them exactly where he was. Bil- 
lions currently go into maintaining the 
electronic battlefields over the jungles of 
Indochina. General William Westmorland 
predicts "TI see battlefields on which we 
can destroy anything we can locate through 
instant communications and almost instant- 
aneous application of highly lethal fire- 
power. With first round kill probabilities 
approching certainly, and with surveillance 
devices that can continually track the 
enemy, the need far large forces to fix the 
opposition physically will be less impor- 
tant. 


ELECTRONIC TRACKING DEVICES FOR PEOPLE 
Another huge problem in America is 
prisons. The pressure is building. The lid 
is blowing off. The problem could be 
reduced if the authorities could let a lot 
of the convicts out of the jails and back 
on to the streets, while still making sure 
that they were no threat to law and order. 
a 42 year old computer 
the Department of Defense 
thinks he mipht have the answer. In the 
January Jssue of “Transactions on Aero~ 
spacc and Electronic Systems", he proposed 
attaching miniature electronic tracking 
vevienss to americans as a condition of

The transponders would be inserted in the 
“person so that they could not be removed 
without the computer ‘knowing, Tampering 
with them would be a felony. 


Meyer estimates that personalized 
electronic surveillance for one tenth of 
America would cost about $2 billion per 
year. In order to keep down the costs for 
the taxpayers who are behaving properly 
Meyer believes that the "obvious" way to 
pay. for the transponders is to "lease them 
to the subscribers at a low cost, say $5 

’ per week". In the case of juveniles it 
might be necessary to find work for them 
"so that they could mec: tne payments, if 
their families were unable to pay".
